Editor Lee Rountree of the Bryan 
Eagle says that Dallas has the finest 
jail in the world. 
V\ hat does Lee 
kno v about the jails of the world, 
anyhow' ?—Kosse Cyclone. 
Kit Robison knows very well that 
the above statement is true. 
Hie 
Dallas jail is the tinest, most modern­ 
ly equipped and palatial in the world. 
it i. ahull-bearing jail run on the 
Corliss engine basis. 
It has spotless 
mien, bright lights, downy beds, eail- 
beils, and wholesome food. Men often 
go to Dallas and get in jail so they 
can have a good night's rest free 
from the hotel profiteer. 
While in 
Gibraltar the writer visited the won­ 
derful underground jails or prisons 
bt hind the world’s greaest military 
fortifications where about five 
hun­ 
dred men held the fort against the 
combined fleet and army of Spain in 
1706 for months and months. 
It is 
a system of jails that a man who does 
not know his waj cannot find his way 
out for hours and hours. 
Then there 
is the old Spanish Inquisition jail 
at The Hague, Holland, where the 
political prisoners of northern Europe 
were held and tortured 
for 
years. 
Their hands were fastened 
in 
the 
block and they stood on tip toes in the 
dungeons until they they talked; they 
could see the axes and spears that 
were to be use on them; then they 
were buckeled to the block and cold 
water dropped ceaselessly on their 
heads until they surrendered or went 
insane; upstairs there were the cells 
across the alley from the steaming 
kitchens of food where the starving 
and dying men and women were tak­ 
en by the brutal Spaniards when they 
overrode Europe and arrested all who 
disagreed with them. 
This was the 
last resort to break the spirit so they 
would furnish the names of those to 
be executed. 
A dying man, starving 
and nerve-wrecked, will talk oftimen 
when he is in this awful condition. 
It a most horrible place and one I 
never want to visit and hear described 
again. It was an atrocious recital of 
brutality and crime. 
In the Doges Palace at Venice just 
off St. Mark’s Square the most bril­ 
liantly lighted spot in the world are 
the jails, tombs, prisons and dungeons 
of the Doges who once practically rul­ 
ed SO U the nr Europe. Deathblocks, axes 
steel devices, pipes for the blood of 
the victims to run into the sea still 
remain. The visitor longs to get out 
of the jails and dungeons. 
And yet 
Venive was said to be at one time 
one of the foremost places of art, mu­ 
sic and power in the world. 
Just before Diaz fell in Mexico I 
visited the famous jails where the po­ 
litical prisoners wTere executed and 
where all the desperadoes who would 
not forsake their calling and become 
Rurales were imprisoned. I heard the 
ghostly scream of the brazen horn at 
0 a. rn. one morning which announced 
the death of the political prisoners of 
Mexico by the firing squad at sunrise. 
One portion of the jails or the peni­ 
tentiary embraced the spot where it 
was said twenty-six governors were 
killed “accidentally” while the guards 
were “practicing.” 
In some of the 
jails in Mexico at that time prisoners 
were executed one morning at sunrise 
and tried the next day. 
Then there is the Tombs and Sing 
Sing and the old prison at Stillwa­ 
ter, Minnesota, still standing 
where 
Cole Younger was kept after his life 
sentence for the Northfield bank rob­ 
bery and murder of the bankers. All 
these places are supposed to be real 
jails and prisons and are places one 
should avoid if possible and we hope 
Kit Rob.-.on will never have to re­ 
main in any of these places. 
They 
are nice jails but not equal to the 
Dallas jail. 
But tile most awe-inspiring and im­ 
posing j;iiI i f its ciao* is the "Bloody 
Tower” in London. For ages and ages 
it has been the place where the royal 
prisoners were confined and executed 
There still remain 
the blocks 
and 
axes and alters of the time of Henry 
VHI and the memories are recalled 
were tim queens, princes and others 
were beheaded. 
When 
one 
walks 
around in this once notorious jail and 
lifts the axes, bludgeons and swords 
that were used in the days of Anne 
Boylen and other a otebles it looms up 
as quite a jail. 
There are probably 
more implements of execution in the 
"Bloody Tower” than any other jail 
in the world today. 
I could almost 
hear the prayers, groans and screams 
of the men and women of roy_*l blood 
who had perished in the renowned old 
English jail. 
One of the unique prisons is near 
the famous Bastile in Baris. Of course 
the Bastile has perhaps the greatest 
record for crimes 
and 
executions 
where commune and tile cormorant for 
ages played for power 
und 
where 
blood ran in streams 
through 
the 
streets. 
I often looked down 
us 
I 
stood in 
the grim old walls to see 
where the thousands have died during 
the making of France in all the ages 
in which Joan of Arc, Henry of Na­ 
va re and Napoleon lived. 
In refer- 
ing to our own jails now we some­ 
time call them tho "county bastile.” 
This unique prison is where the com­ 
mune took Queen Mary Antoinette 
when they decided to put all the royal 
family and their 
sympathizers 
to 
death. 
The bars of the jail are just 
as strong now an tho night the proud 
young queen walked up and clown like 
a caged lion and during thai awful 
suspense when hundreds were being 
taken out and beheaded her blonde hair 
in one night turned as white us the 
driven snow. 
I saw her flower be­ 
decked monument on Champs Elly- 
sees years after she was taken through 
the streets of Pari.s in an open cart 
to bo jeered and hissed by the des­ 
perate mobs who knew that she would 
soon be beheaded along with thous­ 
ands of others who hod been in the 
jail with her. 
In view of all these things and 
many others that you well know Kit, 
1 huve no hesitancy in declaring that 
Dallas has the finest jail in the world. 
If you will take a trip around the 
world and look at the jails we have 
suggested, Kit, and then come back 
and stand in the corridor of the Dal­ 
las jail and not agree with us we will

In 
1918 he wa* In the service and there­ 
fore did not participate in inter* ol- 
legiate athletics, but in 1919 he re 
turned to A. & M. College and again

“I have 
seen as many as fifteen in one drove,” 
he added, “and they are cutting cot­ 
ton in a hurry. 
One estimate was

College Station, Texas, July 20.— 
So many inquiries have been com* 
ing to this office also the extension 
>t‘rvi< e, A. and M, College of Texas, 
.ag .he past few weeks c .ncern 
trig boll weevil control th a t it seems 
desirable at this tim e to make a pub­ 
lic statem ent for the benefit of the 
cotton grow ers, of the methods th a t 
have been tested and proved effective. 
It is natural th at, w ith cotton at its 
present unprecedented high price, the 
cotton grow ers should be anxious to 
stop every possible leakage in produc­ 
tion. 
Undoubtedly, m any people are 
greatly alarm ed over boll weevil dam ­ 
age who have paid very little a tten ­ 
tion to it before. 
It is also perfectly natural th at, un­ 
der these circum stances, every possi­ 
ble scheme and method th at could be 
thought of for destroying the weevil 
should be brought forw ard and pro­ 
moted. These m ethods are of varying 
degrees of m erit. 
Some are very e f­ 
fective m easures and should be em ­ 
ployed w henever possible, while some 
are so ineffective th a t 
the 
cotton 
grow er should be w arned not to w aste 
his tim e and money using them . 
Question Use of Lights. 
In the la tte r case will come a m eth­ 
od th a t according to certain letters 
and press notices, has been attem pted 
in certain p arts of this state, th at 
of burning sulphur a t one side of a 
field in order to keep the weevils out. 
This method would have as its basis 
the use of sulphus gas as a repellant. 
The chances th a t this gas would be 
effective in keeping out the weevils 
an* so sm all th a t it would be a use­ 
less expenditure of tim e and money 
to use it. 
Some inquiries have been received 
concerning the use of trap lights for 
destroying boll weevils. The boll wee­ 
vil is not attracted to lights and 
therefore this m ethod would not be 
effective. 
This method has been advocated a l­ 
so as a protection against the ordi­ 
nary boll worm. Undoubtedly, a great 
many parent m oths of the boll worm 
will be caught a t lights, but a very 
large peiventage of the fem ales th a t 
will be caught will already have laid 
their eggs for the next generation of 
worms. 
So this m ethod is only p a r­ 
tially effective. 
An exam ination was 
made ju st the other day of about two 
quarts of insects caught a t a trap 
light and not a single im portant cot­ 
ton infect was am ong them. 
As to Picking Squares. 
The picking up of fallen, infested 
squares has been advocated. 
This 
m ethod may be used to advantage on 
u small area if applied early In the 
season, 
so as to get all the first in­ 
fested squares, especially if one has 
un available supply of cheap labor. 
L ater in the season, owing to the 
much g reater am ount of labor neces­ 
sary to do a thorough job in the large 
cotton, this m ethod becomes so much 
more expensive, th at while undoubt­ 
edly a certain am ount of good would 
be done, it would be much better to 
use one or more of th© m ethods dis­ 
cussed below. 
Two Methods Advocated. 
The methods th a t hfve proved m ost 


effective may be divided into 
two 
classes, first, cultural m ethods; sec­ 
ond, poisoning w ith arsenicate. 
U nder cultural m ethods 
may 
be 
mentioned, first, the planting of early 
m aturing varieties, since boll weevil 
dam age ordinarily increases w ith the 
lateness of the season; second, good 
preparation of the seed bed, and care­ 
ful cultivation in order to give the 
cotton the best opportunity to devel­ 
op arui in order to keep the soil in 
such a condition th a t a large num ber 
of im m ature weevils in the fallen 
squares will be killed by the heat. In 
addition, it is well to have some m e­ 
chanical device attached to the iu lti- 
vator so th a t the cotton will be .jar­ 
red som ewhat and a larger num ber 
of infested squares will fall off pre­ 
m aturely. 
Third (and this is one of 
tho m ost im portant of all) destruc­ 
tion of the cotton stalks, including 
all volunteer cotton as soon a fter 
pi< king as possible in order to deprive 
♦ hi weevils of food in the fall and 
cut down the num ber th a t go into 
hibernation; fourth, the destruction 
so far as is practicable of the hiber­ 
nating places of the weevil. 
It is 
safe to say th a t if whole com m uni­ 
ties would co-operate in using the 
above cultural m ethods th at weevil 
injury would be reduced to a m ini­ 
mum. 
Most of the cultural m ethods 
advised arc those cha' should be em ­ 
ployed in cotton production reg ard ­ 
less of weevil infestation. 


Poisoning Is Succ«'S«fuJ. 
The method of poisoning boll wee­ 
vil by arsenicate has been thorough­ 
ly tried out in the M ississippi D eha 
region by Mr. B. t . Coad of the gov­ 
ernm ent 
laboratory 
at 
Tallulah, 
Louisiana. He has selected calcium 
arsenate as the m ost effective poison. 
His experim ents ha>« extendci over 
several years and lie 
has 
obtained 
rem arkable results uniter M ississippi 
delta conditions. 
This method was 
tested by the agricultural experim ent 
station at College Station, Texas, durd 
ing the season of 1919, w ith the result 
th a t there was only a SO per cent in ­ 
festation in the 
treated 
p a rt 
as 
ag ainst an 81 per cent infestation of 
the untreated part. 
The method is 
being fu rth er tested under Texas con­ 
ditions by the division of entom ol­ 
ogy of the Texas agricu ltu ral experi­ 
m ent station at College Station, Tex­ 
as, and in co-operation w ith the ex­ 
tension service in various p arts of 
the state. 
So far the resu lts appear 
very prom ising. 
This method was 
the advantage th a t it will also con­ 
trol the cotton boll worm, the cotton 
leaf worm, and other chew ing insects 
th at work on cotton. 
Form ula Is Given. 
The calcium arsenate th a t is used 
m ust conform to a certain standard in 
order to be safe and effective. 
The 
standard as given by Mr. Coad is as 
follows: 
N ot less than 40 per cent arsenic 
pentoxide. 
N ot more than 0.75 per cent w ater 
soluble arsenic pentoxide. 
Density not less th an 80 or more 
than IOO cubic inches a pound. 
lf it contains less than 40 per cent 
arsenic pentoxide, it is not as pois­ 
onous as it should be to kill the wee­ 
vil. 
lf it contains m ore than 0.75 
per cent w ater soluble arsenic pen­ 
toxide, it will injure the cotton. 
No 
one should attem p t to use the poison 
w ithout sending a sam ple to Mr. K, C. 
Coad, governm ent 
laboratory, 
T al­ 
lulah, La., fo r free analysis to see 
w hether or not it conform s to this 
standard. 
The poison is used as a dust and 
can not be applied w ithout 
proper 
dusting m achinery which will blow 
the dust on the plants w ith consider­ 
able force. 
The old pole and bag 
m ethod of applying the poison is en­ 
tirely ineffective ag ain st 
the 
boll 
weevil. 
F u rth er details in regard to 
this m ethod and inform ation as to 
w here one can secure the poison and 
poison m achinery m ay be obtained 
by w riting to the division of entom ol­ 
ogy, A gricultural E xperim ent 
S ta ­ 
tion, College Station, Texas

from 
College Station, the present location 
in Southeast Texas of the Texas A. 
& M. College. 
It has also moved 
northw ard. 
“It is both a striking and significant 
fact th a t for more than 50 years, the 
center of population in Texas has | 
been moving aw ay 
from 
College 
Station, m ailing the location of an 
A. & M. College a t College Station, 
designed to serve the population of 
all the S tate, more and more rem ote. 
“W hen the A. & M. College was 
located at College in 1871, only 6.5 
per cent of the people of Texas were 
in W est Texas 
A. & M. College 
district or region. 
The location then | 
w as fairly favorable to the other 
93.5 per cent of the population of 
Texas. 
By the year 1918, however,] 
39.2 per cent of the population of 
Texas lived in the W est Texas A. & 
M. district, and it can be said wilhv 
out contradiction 
seriously 
w orth 
considering th a t all of th a t num ber, 
or a total of 1,806,478 of the people 
of Texas, w ere located a t such a 
g reat distance from College Station 
as to practically deprive them of the 
benefit of the A. & M. College there. 
The g rea t grow th of N orth and Cen­ 
tral Texas has also from decade to 
decade more and more isolated the 
College Station location. 
The only 
p a rt of Texas th a t has not grown 
substantially since 1870, 
has 
been 
the territo ry im m ediately near and 
South and E ast of College Station. 
The only large city in Texas whose 
grow th affects the increase in pop­ 
ulation in th a t p a rt of Texas where 
the Texas A. & M. College is now 
located is H ouston and the grow th 
of Houston has been off-set by losses 
in m any Southeast Texas counties. 
Southeast Teslas' percentage of the 
total population of Texas constantly 
dwindles until today (1920) it is a 
m inor factor in the total. 
Between 
the years 1900 and 1910, 30 counties 
outside of W est Texas actually lost 
population. 
The grow th of all the 
other large cities in Texas— D allas, 
San Antonio, F o rt W orth, Waco, A us­ 
tin, El Paso, and W ichita 
F alls—. 
tends to continue to isolate the Col­ 
lege Station location, continuing to 
m ass the g reat bulk of the S ta le ’s 
population northw ard and w estw ard 
froth College Station. 
“A gricultural 
im m igration 
i n t o 
Southeast Texas had practically ceas­ 
ed w ithin a decade a fte r the loca­ 
tion of the institution at College S ta ­ 
tion. 
There has been no im m igra­ 
tion w orth while into any of the 
Southeast Texas territp ry since th a t 
tim e except into the rice belt, and 
tiiere the im m igration has been noth 
mg in com parison w ith the m ighty 
rural im m igration into N orth, C entral 
and W est Texas. 
N or is there sub­ 
stan tial hope for any fu tu re immf- 
gration into the Southeastern Texas 
territo ry isolated 
in 
the 
regions 
south and east of College Station. On 
the eth er hand a vast and continuous 
im m igration 
moves constantly 
ana 
from year to year into practically 
all of the w estern half of Texas. 
“The governm ent population 
fig ­ 
ures for 1918 show now th at nearly 
4U per cent of all the S tate's popu 
iution lies w ithin the territo ry in­ 
cluded w ithin the W est Texas A. & 
M. College district, or in th at te rri­ 
tory north of the 30th Parallel and 
w est of the 98th M eridian. 
W ere th© 
territo ry in W est Texas south of the 
30th 
Parallell 
included, 
practically 
half of all the population will he 
shown as in the w estern p a rt of the 
State. 
“The Texas A. <& M. College is a lo- 
. a1 institution—a t best 
a 
regional 
one! 
Elsew here in this brief we show 
th at more than 87 per cent of the] 
students attending the Texas A. & M. 
College, now located near B ryan in 
Southeast Texas, for the session o f' 
1919-20, camu from points less than! 
150 miles from College Station. 
We] 
showed th a t from all the rest of Tex-1 
us only 13 per cent of the students 
came. 
This condition is not a new 
one. 
It ju st did not happen for the 
session of 1919-20. It has alw ays been 
the case. 
"A line draw n due w est from Col­ 
lege Station will overlap a few miles 
of territo ry em braced 
w ithin 
the 
W est Texas A. & M. College district, 
and this accounts for the fact th a t a 
few more students are actually shown 
as residing w ithin the W est Texas A. 
& M. College district than are shown 
by the 150-mile radius from College 
Station. 
In other words a few stu ­ 
dents in the extrem e 
southeastern 
corner of the W est Texas A. & M. 
College district are actually located 
w ithin the territo ry reached by a 150- 
mile radius from the college. 
How­ 
ever, this does not in any way affect 
the argum ent. 
“The cry of W est Texas for an A g­ 


ricultural College is reasonable and is 
justifiable. 
It is natural. 
It is logi­ 
cal. 
The good sense of Texans will 
m eet the dem and, as they m et it in 
the 35th legislature. 
There will be 
no ta in t of political corruption con­ 
nected w ith “how any mem ber of any 
locating com m ittee voted” because it 
is safe to predict th a t the 37th legis­ 
lature will in the bill re-creating the 
W est Texas A gricultural 
and 
Me­ 
chanical College arrange fo r “open 
voting” and fo r a bona fide hearing 
for every tow n com peting for the lo­ 
cation. 
“The W est Texas A. & M. cam ­ 
paign com m ittee of the W est Texas 
Cham ber of Commerce, an organiza­ 
tion affiliated w ith approxim ately 160 
towns, cities and ham lets 
in 
W est 
Texas, and having a bona fide paid 
m em bership now exceeding 4000, and 
grow ing a t the rate of more than 500 
new m em bers per month, asks here­ 
a fter in the pages of 
this 
booklet 
only fo r a serious consideration of the 
facts herein presented. 
The statistics 
shown herein have 
been 
carefully 
gathered from reports of the Texas 
A. and M. College, the S tate D epart­ 
m ent a t A ustin, and from the U ni­ 
ted S tates Census. 
A pproxim ate fig ­ 
ures are used only where it is im pos­ 
sible to get absolutely accurate fig ­ 
ures. None of the figures are padded 
and in all instances are extrem ely 
conservative. 
Look the figures over. 
Study the facts. 
We believe the a r­ 
gum ent and thence the need fo r an 
ricu ltu ral college in W est Texas shall 
be shown as irresistable. We propose 
to show a trem endous lack of educa­ 
tional opportunity for W est Texans 
upon the present basis in Texas. The 
facts shown are not for the purpose 
of belittling any p art of the S tate 
or any institution in the State. 
They 
are presented fo r the 
purpose 
of 
stim ulating the clarion call of W est 
Texas for equal agricultural educa­ 
tional opportunities w ithin the S tate 
—a call which we hone anc believe 
will find a stim ulating echo from all 
p arts of T exas, and nowhere more so 
than from the sons of E ast Texas, 
m any of whom are the fathers of W est 
Texans. 
“Therefore, let it be said in the be­ 
ginning, th a t this com m ittee, rep re­ 
senting this association, and through 
it the g re a t m ass of the population 
in W est Texas as citizens of Texas, 
are proud 
of 
the 
splendid present 
Texas A. & M. College 
a t 
College 
Station, T exas, and are a t all tim es 
willing to do w hatever they can to 
stim ulate its fu rth er m arvelous de­ 
velopm ent and progress; 
and 
for 
those to whom th at 
institution 
is 
available we commend it as an in sti­ 
tution well w orthy of th eir support 
and well able to furnish the m eans 
for an education w orth while. 
“The com m ittee which selected the 
site for the Texas A. and M. College 
failed to consider the grow th of Tex­ 
as 
T heir selection has from decade 
to decade become more and more an 
u tterly illogical one. 
By the year 
1910 the m ighty grow th of W est Tex­ 
as had made th© location of the in­ 
stitution near B ryan a rank absurdi­ 
ty while the governm ent figures on 
Texas population fo r the year 1918 
simply made the selection sublimely 
ridiculous. 
By 1918, based 
on 
gov­ 
ernm ent estim ated figures, m ore than 
39 per cent of all the population of 
Texas lived in the present W est Tex­ 
as A. & M. College district as against 
only 6.5 per cent in 1870— the year 
before the Act was passed a t A ustin 
creating the institution. 
U sing the 
governm ent arithm etical 
m ethod 
of 
estim ating population, we find th at 
by 1930, more than 48 per cent of the 
total population of Texas shall live in 
the W est Texas A. & M. College dis­ 
trict, while in 1940, less than 20 years 
from today, m ore than half of all the 
people of Texas shall live in the W est 
Texas A. & M. College district. 
’’But note th a t w hereas in 1920, one 
person out of every 8557 in W est Tex­ 
as attended the A. & M. College at 
College Station th a t for the balance 
of Texas one person out of every 1845 
attended the institution. 
F o r Texas 
w ith W est Texas left out, the College 
Station institution m akes a reason­ 
able com parison w ith other S tate a g ­ 
ricultural colleges, but for W est Tex­ 
as, these figures show 
th a t 
W est 
Texans as a m atter of fact have no A. 
& M. College and it is six tim es more 
difficult to persuade a W est Texan 
to m atriculate a t the Texas A. & M. 
College than it is to persuade other 
Texans. 
If we deduct the negro pop­ 
ulation, we shall find th a t it is n ear­ 
ly rig h t tim es more difficult to p er­ 
suade a W est Texan to go to th ? Tex 
as A. & M. College in its present loca­ 
tion in Southeast Texas as it is to 
persuade a T exan from somewhere 
else in th e State. 
"W e m aintain th at the Texas A. 4k 
M. College a t College Station is not 
a S tate institution— but a local in sti­ 
tution. 
It has consistently failed to 
m ake a statew ide appeal. 
It is a 
splendid institution fo r those 
who 
m ay be able to attend it— but for 
W est Texans, it is as it has ever been 
An institution they know not of—save 
when the tax collector comes around. 
Nowhere else in A m erica is there such 
an illogical and absurd condition a p ­ 
plying as th a t presented in the case of 
the people of W est Texas in connec­ 
tion w ith th at type of education sup­ 
plied by the land g ran t colleges.”

i W est Texas, and its location in a 
] iow, humid belt, m aking it alm ost 
impossible, with safety of health and 
convenience of travel considered, for 
the sons of W est Texas to m atricu­ 
late in said institution and rem ain 
there and, W hereas, the Extension 
D epartm ent of said institution, propa­ 
gates its ideas from soil conditions 
there, which soil conditions in no 
way rem otely xepresent soil condi­ 
tions in W est Texas, by fa r the larg ­ 
est area of the S tate, and the rap ­ 
idly grow ing and expanding region of 
the S tate; and, W hereas, because of 
these conditions the sons of W est 
Texas seeking an education a t an ag ­ 
ricultural college generally 
find 
it 
necessary to m atriculate in colleges 
outside of Texas; and, W hereas, the 
L egislature of Texas, in ju st recog­ 
nition of these facts, by which to all 
intents and purposes W est Texas has

a site for such a college: 
Therefore, be it resolved, th at we! 
go on record as requesting the in- j 
coming legislature to re-enact said] 
law, and th at we also suggest that 
all candidates fo r the nom ination for 
governor w ithin the Democratic and 
other parties, be requested to state 
th eir position on th is vital m a tte r,1 
and fu rth er, be it hereby resolved, ■ 
th a t the president and general m an­ 
ager of this association be in stru ct­ 
ed to im m ediately begin .a cam paign 
in favor of the re-enactm ent of the 
W est Texas A. and M. Bill, and th a t; 
funds be provided from the treasury 
of the association for said purpose. 
of the executive board of the cham- 
o fthe executive board of the cham ­ 
ber. held F eb ru ary 23rd, 1920, a t 
F o rt W orth, 
we, 
the undersigned,' 
were appointed as a special comm it­ 
tee of three to have charge of p u t­ 
ting the above resolution into effect 
and funds fo r the purpose were pro*, 
vided. 
The demand for an A. and M. Col- 
K ge in W est Texas is not a new de­ 
mand. 
For more than 20 years, the 
m atter has been discussed inform al­ 
ly, but it was not until the year 1916 
th a t the m atter w as first put into 
definite shape. 
This w as accom plish­ 
ed through a call issued by the board 
of city developm ent of Amarillo, in­ 
viting the citizens of W est Texas to 
m eet at Sw eetw ater and there o r­ 
ganize for the purpose. 
Such m eet­ 
ing was held in due course and Dr. 
P. C. Colenian of Colorado City was 
sell* ted president of the W est Texas 
A. and M. College Association which 
w as there perfected. 
P o rter A. W ha­ 
ley, then secretary of the Amarillo 
Board, was nam ed chairm an of the 
can paign com m ittee. 
M eetings of the W est Texas A. and 
M. College Association were held in 
Sw eetw ater. Lubbock, 
Am arillo 
and 
W ichita Falls. 
The Democratic con­ 
vention of Texas in 1916 contained a 
plank providing fo r the W est Texas 
A and M. College, and the legislature 
follow ing passed 
the 
bill creating 
such institution. 
W hat followed is well known. 
Al­ 
most all of W est Texas itself support­ 
ed the bill later passed a t A ustin, re ­ 
pelling the original bill providing for 
the West Texas A. and M. College. 
This was done so th a t never in the 
fu tu re m ight there be the slightest 
tain t against the institution from the 
standpoint of location or otherwise. 
So th at the proud and fair nam e of 
Texas might 
be 
untarnished, W est 
Texas (the W est T exas herself had 
had nothing w hatever to do w ith any 
act or series of acts tending to in ­ 
crim inate anyone), w aived tem porari­ 
ly her right to an A gricultural Col­ 
lege. 
l our years of political tu r­ 
moil and four years of world war 
have passed. 
W est Texas goes back 
to the grent governm ent of Texas 
and asks again fo r fair play and ju s­ 
tice, and the enactm ent of legisla­ 
tion guaranteeing to her the early 
construction of a W est Texas A. and 
M. College. 
The tau ts and figures presented in 
this booklet, we ask you to digest and 
to lend your aid tow ards the consum­ 
m ation of this purpose— so vital to 
all of Texas.

“However, paradoxical as it may 
appear, W est Texas boys are unw ill­ 
ing to leave th eir high altitudes and 
dissim ilar crops and m ethods of culti­ 
vation to attend an institution which 
teaches agriculture fo r the E ast and 
S >uth Texas farm er lads and k.iow? 
infinitely little about crop cond tion3 
and methods of cultivation in the 
W est. 
If one intended 
to 
stu ly 
orange culture he would not be con­ 
sidered wise to go to College Station. 
And neither is the W est Texas lad 
considered by his hom e people very 
wise if ne goes to College Station to 
learn how to produce corn and other 
crops which cannot 
be 
profitably 
grow n in all sections of the W est, 
the m iasm a of the College Station 
country is n« t conducive of stud * of 
agriculture, 
especially 
where 
the 
crops are dissim ilar to those raised in 
the W est. 
“The leading crops in the W est are 
cotton, w heat, and maize. 
The la tter 
takes the places of corn. 
Maize can­ 
not be successfully grown 
in 
the 
College Station section, hence it is a 
w aste o f tim e fo r the W est Texas lad 
to study com grow ing. 
W est Texas 
has a 'ready hove into the lim elight 
as the best cotton producing region 
of the South. 
The g re a t distance be­ 
tween the W est and the college pre­ 
cludes m any W est T exas lads ever re­ 
ceiving benefits from an agricultural 
institution which w as founded by the 
S tate fo r the education of all 
the 
S tate's youths. 
“The im portance of W est Texas a g ­ 
riculture has never been appreciated 
by the rest of the S tate partly from 
ignorance and partly fo r other re a ­ 
sons. 
All the crops th at are grown 
in other parts of th e S tate may be 
grow n here and m any varieties th at 
are peculiar to this section—as the 
grain sorghum . 
"A boy going from W est Texas to 
th e A. and M. colleg would find their 
experim ents u ninteresting 
and 
un­ 
profitable because of the vast differ­ 
ence in soil and th e difference in 
crops th a t are m ost im portant to the 
differen t sections. 
Then the present 
institution is lim ited in the am ount of 
land available fo r stock raising while 
in W est Texas the student body could 
study farm ing in all its form s and 
have concrete exam ples for instruc­ 
tion. 
“C onsidering the value of the crcps, 
the num ber of acres available for and 
adapted to agricult ire and the large 
percentage of the people actually en­ 
gaged in agriculture it seems a gross 
injustice th at the g re a t S tate of Tex­ 
as has been so tard y about giving 
them an opportunity to get technical 
inform ation along these lines.”
